i laa Provisional Committes for: promoting the 
erection of a City Hall in Hongkong, desire 
to report tho progress that has been made, up to 
tho. closo -of the present year, in furthering dre 


The principal difficulty connected with thia un- 
dertaking has been to procure a sito that should 
be,nt.once suitable for the purpose, and in the 
gift. of Government; it being obvious that the 
present high. value of Land within the limits of 
the City made it iopossible that any stm of mo- 
ney, Which tho Gommitice could expect to com- 
mand, would prove adequate if ground bad .to be 
purchased...” ; : 

An application for s-site at the Western Cor- 
acr of the Parade Ground, immediately under 
Messrs, A. Heard. & :Uo.’s Office, was promptly 
and liberally ‘conceded, but, before any formal 
grant of the Land had been made, it was forta- 
nately ‘discovered that difficultica,_ previously 
thought insuperable, to the occupation of the 
piece of ground now-partially-oecupied: by the 
Harbour Master's Office, were susceptible of re- 
moval; ind the Committee huve the satisfaction 
of stating that. & recommendation fore grant of 
that site (undoubtedly the most eligible for the 
purposes of a City Hall in the whole Colony) has, 
with the approval of the Military Authoritica, 
been forwarded by the local Governmont to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, and that the 
position of the Drinking Fountnia (presented to 
tho City by Mr. John Dent. and now in course of 
erection) has been determined-with special re- 
ference to the dimensions :and situation of the 
proposed Buildinie. i : 

The space’ which, is ft'¢onfidently hoped. will 
bo thus placed at the disposal: of the Committee | 
will enable them to.ewwbraco in their scheme tho 
following necomodation:—- 

IA Public Hall, to bo eniled the St. Andrew's 
Hall, in acknowledgment of a sum ‘of Five Thou- 
sand Dollars, which has been voted tu the under- 
taking from the surplus Funds of the late St. An- 
drew's School.. ‘This room will be -available for, 
Public Meetings, Public Dinners, Balls, Concerts 
and other public purposes: ao 

I. A Supper Room adjoining the Mall, and 
which, together with the Hall, ean be usod, shen 
not specialty ‘required for other purposes, 23 on 
Exchange... 

HI. A. Room for the Chamber. of Commerce, 
where files of Newspapers, Prices Current, Books 
of Commercial reference and Telegrams. will he 
ypened to the use. of Subscribers to.that Insti- 
tution. 

IV. A Public-Libraty for the objects stated by 
the Trustees of the Morrison Education Society in 
their printed Circular of the Ist May Inst. 

V.A permanent Theatre, which will-eticour- 
ago visits to Hongkong by musical and’ histrionie 
artista from: other parts of the East, and will ob- 
yiate the necessary heavy and unsatisfactory out- 
Iny which the frequent erection.of a temporary 
Theatro has hitherto entailed. 

Tho remainder of the space will be absorbed by. 
the-Harbour Master's Office, which will be remov- 
cd: from-its present position to one appropriated 
for it in the North Mastern angle of the intended 
building, in aeccordaisee, with the’ proposal sub- 
mitted by the Committee'to Government for per- 
wission to use the site which that office at present 
partially occupics. 

Finished plans havo'not yet boon propared, and 
it is proposed that, at the proper time, they should 
be thrown open to coupetition, but the Commit- 
tee have satisfied themselves that the space they. 
bave applied for will be ample for carrying out 
the various objects enumerated above ona scale 
which will render the intended editice an ornament 
to the City, a convenience to the public, and in 
every way worthy of a Culony wnose rapid growth 
and progross aro the surest proofs of its wealth, 
enterprise and prosperity. 

‘Tho urgency of the want that exists for a Pub- 
lic Building of this nature need scarcely be dilated 
on. Without diverting the Glub House from. its 
legitimate uses, at a great sacrifice of the converi- 
ience of its members, there is notin the lenggh 
and breadth of the City a suitable room which Can 
bo commanded for any object of genoral or social 
interest.’ The difficulties that attended the Inau- 
guration Dioner of the Volunteers, the abandon- 
ment last winter of a. Masonic Ball for want of a 


room to hold it in, and tho disadvantages to which |. 


the professional Artists at present here are oxpos- 
ped, are o fow instances amongst very many of the 
inconveniences occasioned by the want of (a 
City Hall,s want, the Committee believe, which 
is not shared by any other foreign,Community of 
oqual ioyportanco East of the Cape, 2 want which. 
has been recently supplied at Singapore and which 
they trust will not-be allowed much longer to serve 
as an indication of an absence of public spirit in 
Hongkong. : : 

Tho preservation of the valuable collections of 
Books in the caro of the Trustecs uf the Morrison 
Education Society, and. which are threatened with 
decay for want of a proper placo of deposit, is av 
object. which especially commends itself as a mat- 
ter of public import in a region go remote from the 
great contres.of civilization, and whore the ‘want 
of standard works of reforenee and solid instruc- 
tion makes itself continually felt 

In reference to the important question of Funds, 
the Committee are glad to be able to announce tha 
they have actually in hand tsum of upwards of 
Fifteen Thousand Dollars, which is expected to be 
increased to upwards of Twenty Thousand Dollars 
by.n Donation. from the Chamber of Commerce. 
This amount; which has been collected from, vari- 
ous sources without. avy appeal having yet been 
made to the Community generally; Tall, . however, 
obviously short of what -will be. required for the. 
purposes-contemplated, and. the: Committoo trust 
that further contributions will be liberally. and 
spontancously tendered in support of tho upder- 
taking.’ Old’residents; in retiring from the Co- 
only may perhaps adopt the exaniple of some who 
have preceded them and evince their interest in its 
progress and in the well-being of their successors 
by a contribution to. the. Fund, The payment of 
intorest on tho Canton clairas also affords an op- 
portunity. for Donations of sums of no great iin- 
purtnnce individually, but which in tho aggregate 
would niaterially assist. the common object. .
